Kentuckians sat their youthful gover­ 
nor, Peck ham, accompanied by Senator 
Blackburn and ex-Governor McCrenry. 
Senator Hill was late to come upon 
the scene. 
The great audience had been 
eagerly aw aiting him and his entrant)# 
wa* the signal tor the first reel ovation 
of the day. 
He found no place reserved 
among the Croker-Murpliy dignitaries 
in the front of the delegation a nd con­ 
tented himself with a seat far in the 
rear. 
Hitting w ith the Mississippi dele­ 
gation was a whitehaired lady alternate,

The early proceedings of the conven­ 
tion were m arked by two brilliant but 
rather illum ed speeches, one of the 
mayor of the city and the other from 
Governor Thomas of Colorado, assum­ 
ing the duties of tem porary chairman.

It was an inspiring scene that C hair­ 
man Jones lo o k ed out upon when at 
noon, after beating a tattoo w ith his 
gravel he stilled the tum ult and declared 
the convention open. 
About him were 
fully 18,000 people, rising tier on tier 
like the spectators in mime vast coliseum 
while on either side stretched away the 
rows of desks accomodating representa­ 
tiv e * of the press from every section of 
the country. 
Above and on all sides

UfntninK Strike* Work* C nilling Loss of 
Life nikI l*r«»|»#»rt y. 
New York, June o.—Fin* at tho works 
of tim Standard Oil Company at Con­ 
st abb* Hook, Bayonne, N. J., which 
Started early this morning is still raging 
and no estimate can I** made of tho 
damage, though it will run Into the m il­ 
lions. 
The entire plant is certain to bs 
consumed, 
Oil from works spreading 
along the upper liny and th® Kul Von 
Kill is blazing as it ti nits, anti serious 
damage is threatened to adjoining prop­ 
erty. 
N aphtha tank No. 
I exploded 
shortly after 6 o’clock. 
The forco of 
the explosion smashed windows on the 
Honk and Charles J. King, electrician, 
was killed, and John W asters 
aud 
Owen 
Drummond, 
watchmen, were 
overcome by fu m es and smoke, while 
Fred Mudder was cut by flying glass. 
The fire started about I o'clock this 
morning by a bolt of lightuing which 
fell during a terrific storm. 
It -truck 
squarely in the immense yard of the 
Standard Oil company, which covers 
over IKK) acres. 
King, tile watchman, 
was at ruck tty the bolt, and at tho time 
it. exploded two immense reservoir tanks 
of crude oil. 
One hundred men were 
at work in tile yards and w hether more 
are killed is not known. 
The total loss is estim ated at $2,500,- 
000. 
The company has its own system 
of insurance. 
None of tho officials of 
the company believe any of the UK) mon 
reported missing have been killed or 
severely injured, hut several have been 
painfully horned. Tile com pany’s dock's 
at Constable Hook have been strip p e d 
and the shipping taken by tugs to a 
place of safety. 


F O U R T H ’S CASUALTIES. 


T h ir ty P e r s o n s 
W e r e 
K ille d .«n«l 
O v er 
O n e T h o u sa n d I n ju r e d . 
Chicago, July fi.—As a result of the 
celebration of independence day w ith 
firearms, toy cannon, giant crackers and 
other forms of explosives, SO persons 
were killed and 1828 injured, according 
to reports received from 125 cities. 
The toy pistol and toy cannon are 
shown to have done as deadly execution 
as sometimes has been done in war by 
those loaded w ith bullets and cannister 
and aimed to kill. 
Skyrockets, anvil, 
and powder explosions and the prema­ 
ture discharges of the Fourth of July 
cannon help to Complete tho list of mis­ 
haps. 
In several instances, 
persons 
were killed, through runaw ay accidents, 
due directly to fireworks. 
A fire loss of 
$123,825 was caused by the fireworks in 
addition to the injury to human life. 
In Chicago one boy was reported 
killed, against one death last vear, but 
the accidents were 
less 
numerous. 
There were no costly fires in tin* city. 
Frankfort, K y., alone suffered a loss of 
950,000, due to fire crackers. 
Other 
cities also suffered heavily. 
Out of a total of 1825 persons hurt in 
an attem pt to be patriotic, 442 can a t­ 
tribute their injuries to firecrackers and 
dynamite. 
The deadly cannon 
fire­ 
crackers did most of this execution. Out 
of 152 injuries by flrmarms in 67 cities, 
the toy pistol caused 105. 
Gunpowder 
explosions 
including 
the prem ature 
blowing up of many village anvils, 
caused the injury of 187 out of this list. 
Many of the injuries included in the 
lists wore reported as 
prospectively 
fatal.
